In July, the committee carrying out the above-mentioned project worked to further develop its
draft report. Project staff supported the committee’s efforts by assisting with report writing, gathering
references, and incorporating committee revisions to the draft. In addition, Academies staff continued a
discussion with EPA personnel concerning an Academies committee evaluation of EPA’s use of the Title
42 Hiring Authority. Because the subject matter of a Title 42 evaluation is within the scope of the
committee, the performance work statement would be amended to incorporate a new subtask. The period
of performance of the current task order would be extended from November 30, 2022 to March 31, 2023
to allow additional time needed for completing the work of the original task order and carrying out a
portion of the work related to the Title 42 evaluation. A separate new task order would be anticipated for
the completion of a Title 42 supplemental consensus report.

Activities next month are to include a committee meeting held on August 4™ and 5™ to discuss the
committee’s draft report. Also, plans for modifying the performance work statement for this task order

will be finalized.
